A DECISIVE VILLA
DEFEAT REPORTED

Douglas, Ariz.—After a six-hour bat-
tle In Anavacachl Pass, west of Agun
P'rietn, General Calles, Carranza coin-
mander In Sonora, was reported to
have decisively defented Villa troops
under command of General Jose Marin
Acosta. The Calles force was sald to
number 3000, while those of Acosta
were reported as 1000 strong.

Garduno, consul for Cuarranza, from
Genera! Calles at Lamorita, 20 mllea
wodl of Agua Prieta, the Villa troops
wore reported as demorslized and flee
Ing in all directions,

In the course of the Mghting
men of Acosta’'s command deserted,
and joined the ranks of Calles, accord-
ing to the report, which estimated the
Villa dead, wounded and captured ot

casualties, though they were claimed
